, Georgia Official Tells 
Commissioners That 
State Should Control. 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Nov. 18.— 
(P)—Delegation of public utilities reg- 
ulation to state commissions free of 
political slants rather than the inter- 
* state commerce commission is advo- 
cated by James A. Perry, chairman 
of the Georgia public service comns- 
sion. 

His views were expressed in a pa- 
per read here today at the cenvention 


of the National Association of Rail- | 
roads and Public Utilities Commis- | 


sioners. 

Mr. Perry said, in pari: 

“The subject of uniformity of laws 
in dealing with the regulation of prup- 
erty devoted to serving the public in 
whatever manner is one that has had 
the cunsideration of various organiza- 
tions for many years. Recommenda- 
tions have been made looking to prop- 
er control of securities issued by the 
different types of business necessary 
in serving the nublic. Other presenta- 
tions have been made looking to uni- 
form rates and uniform rules reiating 
to service. 

Rails First Regulated. 

“The railroad business of our coun- 
try, for obvious reasons, first cailed 
for consideration by the law-making 
authorities along this line. Indeed, 
several states began this work well in 
advance of the congress of the Unit- 
ed States in its creation of the inter- 
state commerce cominissiun. No one 
can seriously ‘'pproath this subject 
without having some misgivings of 
any satisfactory proposal temedying 
a very unworkable condifion at this 
time, I make bold the assertion that if 
states had provided proper regula- 
tion both as to raies and service tor 
the railroads, and with such untfor- 
mity as is entirely possible, we would 
have had no need for federa] regula- 
tion. 1 reach this conclusion because, 
as one must admi‘, state commissions 
are in a much better position, indeed 
much better qualified, than any cen- 
tral body at Washington or elsewhere 
in dealing with the subject of rates 
for railroads. While 1 say this can 
be done, we all must admit in the 
same breath that it hasn't heen done. 
Little or no effort has been wade by 
state commissions to provide unifor- 
mity of regulation in any manner. The 
inevitable result was federal regula- 
tion fur the interstate portion of all 
service beyond ‘he jurisdiction of state 
authorities. And, quite to be expect- 
ed, once federal regulations was con- 
ceived one piece of legislation after 
another has been conceived in the 
thought that federal legislation should 
be clothed with such authority as to 
leave the states with only such sem- 


blance of jurisdiction as to be wholly | 


subservient to federal reguiation. 

U. S. Control Unsatisfactory. 
“Federal control of this subject to 
the extent as the written law now 
provides and as approved by review- 
ing courts, will never successfully 
handle the question.

|Prohibition Law Warmly Defended| 


In W.W. Gaines’ Report to Baptists 


Declaring that prohibition had ace 


complished much good, “having re- 
duced the consumption of liquor 70 
per cent,” and that the eighteenth 
amendment was the best plan for con- 
trolling: liquor yet devised, W. W. 
Gaines, chairman of the social service 


committee of the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention, Wednesday read his commit- 
tee report before the Baptists at the 
final session in Macon. 

After calling attention to the good 
of prohibition, that it had eliminated 
the saloon, reduced the consumption 
of liquor by 70 per cent, had ended 
the government’s partnership with liq- 
uor, had eliminated liquor advertising 
and contributed to the prosperity of 
the country, the report announced its 
opposition to the state's rights plan. 

“We have tried that,” the report 
stated. “Our state was dry before 
national. prohibition. In spite of all 
that we could do liquor came across 


the state line in unlimited quantities.. 


We had a state law agaist it and 
there was a federal law agairst it, but 
it came in anyway and all but nulli- 
fied our state law. No, if national 
prohibition is abandoned state prohi- 
bition would be largely ruined. 

“The allowance of heer would prac- 
tically nullify the eighteenth amend- 
ment, for beer constituted seven- 
eights of all the liquor consumed he- 
fore prohibition days. To legalize beer 
would be to legalize ‘seven-eighths of 
all liquor production. Nor would a tax 
on beer go far toward balancing ihe 
budget. The average tax received on 
beer for the five years before the war 


‘| was $78,699,000. which is a long way 


from the §$1,500,000,000 claimed by 
the advocates of beer. Nor would it 
help employment much for the brew- 
ing industry employs only one-fourth 
as many workmen as the average of 
other industries.” 

The report contained an attack on 
the Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment which it called ‘a 
du Pont subsidiary,” and “a million- 
aires club,” who were not interested in 
beer themselves but in securing a re- 
duction in their income taxes. “One of 
them has said that a tax on _ beer 
would relieve one of his corporations 
from $10,000.000 in ineome taxes,” 
the report said. “Charles H. Sabin, a 
wealthy banker, is a prominent mem- 
ber of the organization.” 

The report also declared that no- 


body was bound by the’ prohibition 
plank in the party platforms. “Those 
party conventions, when they dealt 
with prohibition dealt with a mattér 
that they had no jurisdiction over,” it 
said. “Any attempt to bind the mem- 
bers of that party on a moral ques- 
tion would be an unlawful invasion 


into a realm of conscience over which 
arty conventions and party politics 
lave no control. ‘The action of the 
conventions in the matter was outside 
of ‘their jurisdiction and therefore 
void. We respectfully submit to our 
senators and congressmen, who have 
until now had such finely consistent 
records as supporters of prohibition, 
that they are not bound by the dec- 
larations of the national platforms 
on the subject. Other senators and 
congressmen are taking this positivn. 
And President-elect Roosevelt has re- 
cently said (September 12). in a let- 
ter to Dr. C. F. Reisner, that demo- 
cratic senators and congressmen ure 
‘duty bound to vote in accordance 
with the wishes of their constituents.’ 
“To ignore this plank in the plat- 
form is not party disloyaity.”

THE REPUBLICAN WRECK. 

With significant unanimity the 
republican press sees the out- 
Standing lesson of the presidential 
election as pointing the necessity 
for a rebuilding of the republican 
party with new leaders and policies. 

Even the conservative Philadel. 
phia Public-Ledger, an ardent advo- 
cate of republicanism since the 
foundation of the party, admits that 
“the old dynasty has fallen and 
that new leaders are necessary,” 
but is hopeful. that. “they are now 
waiting, unrecognized, for the 
chance to take over the reins.” 
It feels that “they will come into 
the picture at the proper time— 
and so will new issues, which de- 
velop with events.” 

This outstanding newspaper 
voices an indirect warning to the 
democratic party when it takes the 
position that the party is now 
facing a “time of rebuilding and re- 
organization, governed and guided 
by what happens in national life and 
politics during the next few years, 
and out of which will come a re- 
publican party again strong in per- 
sonnel and program.” 

The Washington Post, also 
stanchly republican, agrees that, 
whatever the primary cause of the 
democratic sweep, ‘‘a disintegration 
in republican ranks was unques- 
tionably a contributing cause, the 
disunity and lack of discipline with- 
in the party making ifs defeat far 
more complete than it otherwise 
would have been.” 

The Post is not as optimistic 
over the future as its Philadelphia 
contemporary, admitting that the 


sudden eclipse of many prominent } 


figures in the patty may‘result in 
a dearth of leadership, but hopes 
that the retirement of the old lead- 
ers will afford places and oppor- 
tunity for capable men to prove 
their mettle. 

The democratic sweep was not 
confined to the national ticket, but 
overturned many republican state 
administrations which had been in 
office for many years. The repub- 
lican press, likewise, is urging that 
state organizations, as well as the 
national party, be subjected to thor- 
ough house-cleanings and the in- 
jection of new blood and new poli- | 
cies, 

Especially is the Chicago Tribune 
caustic in its comment on the rea- 
sons leading to the overwhelming 
defeat of the republican ticket in 
Illinois.

The republican party in Illinois is 
in position again to clean house. It 
is not, it must be said, the first time 
it has had an opportunity to do so, 
but possibly there is accumulative ef- 
fect in the lessons the party has had.

OUR SHACKLED AGRICULTURE. 

A plea for the unshackling of ag- 
riculture from the governmental 
nostrums which have brought its 
condition from bad to worse is 
voiced in a Statement by Walter 
Parker, of New Orleans, noted south- 
ern economist. 

Commerce left free, Mr. Parker 
holds, “‘purges itself of its own ills; 
bound and fettered by man’s at- 
tempt to set natural law aside, it 
becomes an invalid.’ He argues 
that— | 
The futile attempts of the farm 
board to reverse the economic wheels 
of the world have just about wrecked 
agriculture in the United States. 

Another such economic blunder as 
the farm board, a high tariff in a 
creditor nation environment and re- 
straints and restrictions on the proc- 
esses of marketing would just about 
ruin the economic life of American ag- 
riculture for a generation to come. 
Tariff revision downward, not up- 
ward; the elimination of the five-cent 
tax on future hedge trading; the re- 
moval of every possible obstacle from 
the path of commerce—these are the 
changes the farmer needs, not a new 
crop of nostrums and futile experi- 
ments in the field of economics, 

The American farmer has been 
the greatest sufferer from the high 
tariff policy of the republican ad- 
ministration. ‘Whibe- failimge to pro- 
tect his. products, .it has caused the 
price of the things he must buy to 
be raised through the erection of 
barriers against foreign manufac- 
tures of every kind. 

As a result the farmer’s dollar has 
been steadily going down in pur- 
chasing power. He has had to raise 
twice-as much cotton, wheat or corn 
to pay off loans made before the 
prices of agricultural products hit 
the toboggan. Every effort has been 
made to protect American industry 
and labor by keeping out competi- 
tion, but th® only thing done for the 
farmer has been to lend him money 
on his cheapened products so that 
he might buy manufactured com- 
modities at prices still comparatively 
high. 

Unquestionably the present con- | 
dition of agriculture is directly at- 
tributable, to a large degree, to the 
bungling efforts of the government 
to aid it and to the burden put upon 
it by the interruption of foreign 
trade brought about by the raising 
of our tariff barriers. 

Mr. Parker is correct in his con- 
tention that economic sanity de- 
mands “open markets, the removal 
of restrictions on trade, the elimina- 
tion of handicaps on the processes 
of transferring the products to the 
consumers of the United States and 
of the world.” .

There is no greater 
peril for the peace of the yorld than 
a people who are justly ‘angry at 
thei: treatment.

But having given 
our word when she was prostrate, 
every ‘principle of honor demands that 
we should carry it out faithfully, gen- 
erously, chivalrously.

Health Talks

FEVER PRODUCED BY BATHS. 

One of our readers, E. H, C., told 
me how he found a cure for toe itch, 
ringworm, tricophytosis, epidermo- 
phytosis, foot itch, athlete’s foot or 
what has everybody that patronizes 
public baths, gymnasiums or swim- 
ming pools. He declares he heated 
water to 124 degrees F., measured by 
an accurate thermometer, and soaked 
his feet in it for 20 minutes—and 
presto! the disease was ended. I be- 
lieve that uf. one can endure a foot, 
bath or toe bath considerably cooler 
than that, say at 112 degrees F., for 
15 minutes, that would be sufficient 
heat to destroy the fungus or parasite 
which causes this widely prevalent 
disease. But, wow, 112 degrees is 
plenty hot. I hate to call a gentle- 
man by avy other name than his sur- 
name, but I’m bound to tell E. H. C. 
I must see a man put his toes in 
water as hot as that before I can 
believe it. The modern Marco Polo 
goes on to explain that one must keep 
the toes spread apart and move the 
foot up and down in the water. He 


concedes that “you will think you are 
being burned, but you are not. I have 
determined that the flesh will stand 
up to 126 degrees F. without injury.”

NEW CIVIC CENTER 


20-Year Plan To Be Of-. 
fered to Council by At- 
lanta Architect. 


Development of a 20-year civic- 
development plan for Georgia, in 
which Atlanta will blaze the trail, 
will be presented Monday to city 
council. 

Ollivier J. Vinour, architect, late 
Friday formally filed his proposal 
with City Clerk’ J. Henson Tatum, 
and the matter will go to council with 
the probability that it will be referred 
to the city planning commission for 
consideration and study. 

In brief, the proposal calls for 
establishment of a gigantic civic cen- 
ter, extending from Npring street to 
Fraser’and from the railway canyon 
through the heart of the city to Fair 
street; drastic replanning of the ‘‘de- 
fective traffic layout” of the ity, 
with all seven of the large viaducts 
spanning the railroad tracks brought 
into use for street car as well as 
vehicular traffic; interborough rapid 
transit, connecting with outside cir- 
cuits connecting Stone Mountain, 
Candler field and battle memorial 
parks through establishment of a 
series of drives. 

The already proposed Peachtree 
creek parkway from the Chattahoo- 
chee river to Stone Mountain me- 
morial is included and extended to 
Candler field and from the airport to 
the Chattahoochee again. 

In his statement Vinour says he is 
dedicating the work to Hardy Ivy, 
‘whose first shanty built in 1865 
originated the city; to Stephen Long, 
railroad pioneer, and his successors, 
and to the enterprising men and wom- 
en who erected their homes here, de- 
veloped their industries and fought 
for their rights.” 

The program for the civic center to 
be situated in the same _ vicinity 
which the planning commission al- 
ready has designated for future civic 
development divides the city into two 
axes—one, north and south, extending 
from Spring street to Railway terrace 
between Mitchell and Hunter streets. 
It provides for a new auditorium, for 
a parade — for a giant combi- 
nation reflection pool and war me- 
morial, and a Hardy Ivey memorial. 
The second axis extends from railway 
chasm to Fair, between -Whitehall and 
Forsyth streets. 

Broad street would be extended un- 
der the plan, a railroad company me- 
morial park would be located between 
Washington street and Central avenue 
just off the present tracks, under the 
program. It also provides for a plaza 
system to close the tracks over in the 
downtown section. 


In commenting on the plan, Vinour 
says: “Let us realize that we have 
reached the point where energetic sur- 
gery. rather than obsolete application 
of piecemeal, doubtful remedies, will 

the salvation of our downtown 
bottle-necking, now paralyzing Atlan- 
ta’s future growth. Let us be ready 
three years hence, in 1936, the centen- 
nial of Atlanta, to lay the cornerstone 
of this development.” 

Vinour will present his plan at a 
meeting of the Gearsia chapter, Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects, at a meet- 


ing of that body to be held at 12:50 
o'clock Monday afternoon, November 
28, at the Frances Virginia tea room, 
according to announcement of M. A. | 
Tucker, secretary. 

He plans to seek to’ establish 
statewide organization to foster sim- 
ilar-civie developments throughout the 
state.

ALBANY, Ga., Nov. 18.—(4)—Dr. 
O. E. Goddard told the south Georgia 
conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, that unless the 
church comes to the support of its 
missions the denomination’s mission- 
ary enterprises are threatened with 
disruption. He has charge of foreign 
activities for the general board of 
missions, 

The board’s income three years ago, 
he said, amounted to about $1,500,- 
000. It dropped to approximately $1,- 
000,000 in the next two years and 
this year’s collections to date total 
about $474,000.

“But we will enter the new year 
with our credit about exhausted,” he 
said, “and I can see no human agen- 
cy that can carry us through.

R. N. Allen, assistant secretary of 
the general be:rd of church exten- 
sion, said that since 1900 the board 
has contributed materially to increas- 
ing the value of church buildings in 
the United States from $23,000,000 to 
$185,000,000 and parsonages from 
$4,000,000 to $27,000,000, 

The 50-year period in this confer- 
ence, he said, has seen church mem- 
bership increase from 33,837 to 107.- 
748 in 1931, and the number of 
churches from 442 to 719. The com 
ference, he reported, has contributed 
a total of $353,668 to the work in 50 
years and got back $571,374 in do- 
nations and loans, 

The conference, on motion of the 
Rev. Walter Anthony, of Macon, 
voted to devote special attention dur- 
ing January to offerings for benefit 
of superannuated ministers. 

He said that in addition to material 
reductions in conference collections, 
the south Georgia allotment for this 
purpose from the general conference 
and from profits of the church pub- 
lishing house hafe been cut, making 
necessary this year a reduction be- 
tween 15 and 20 per cent in the “al- 
ready tragically inadequate stipend 
paid our wornout laborers.” : 

The delegates took up a collection 
on the conference floor for the old 
preachers. 

E. GC. Peters, president of Paine 
College at Augusta, a school for ne- 
groes, asked the conference for in- 
creased support of the school. He also 
asked the delegates to attend a meet- 
ing in Augusta February 7-9 of the 
general missionary council. The meet- 
ing will be held to celebrate the 
fiftieth anniversary of the school 
which Peters said was the only one of 
ite kind supported by a southern 
church.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(@)— 
Senate hearings on the St. Lawrence 
waterway treaty were recessed today 


until November 28 with sufficient op- 
position testimony on hand to make 
consideration of the pact at the com- 
ing short session of congress a sb- 
ject of concern among its friends. 

Chairman Borah announced that 
supporters of the pea for a con- 
necting waterway between the Great 
Lakes and the sea for ocean vessels 
wouid be hearc when the hearings are 
resumed week after next. 

The committee chairman said the 
hearings had developed “strong po- 
litical influence” against ratification 
of the treaty. 

Vigorous opposition to the treaty 
has come from the railroads and in- 
vestors in them, eastern seaboard 
cities and Great Lakes shippers. 

They have based their opposition on 
the following arguments: 

That the cost would be so much 
greater than estimated as to make the 
project economically unsound. 

That there is no demand for the 
added transportation facilities. 

That rates are now so low that 
shippers’ savings would be negligible, 
if any. 

That the waterway would constitute 
u subsidized system of transporta- 
tion in competition with the railroads. 

That ocean-going ships could not 
reduce the cost of transportation be- 
cause of the specially adapted ‘~pe of 
ships now in use on the lakes. 

That any power produced would 
be too expensive to sell on a commer- 
cial basis and would have no market.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 18.— 
The foregoing are the games to be 
played Saturday in southern football. 
A good many of the conference col- 
leges, including Alabama-Vanderbilt, 
Tennessee-Kentucky, Tulane-L. S. U., 
Mississippi-Mississippi A. & M., Clem- 
son-Furman, Virginia-North Carolina, 
Senth Carolina-North Carolina State, 
V. P. I.-V. M. 1., Duke-Washington and 
Lee, and Maryland-John Hopkins, are 
to play on Thanksgiving Day. 

I pick Georgia Tech to win from 
Florida, although the game is to be 
played at Gainesville. Florida has 
improved, as evidenced hy a good game 
against Auburn, and it would be too 
much to expect Georgia Tech to be 
at its best after its great struggle 
against Alabama. Nevertheless, Geor- 
gia Tech should win. 

The Georgia-Auburn game will be 
a very critical contest for Auburn. 
Georgia has shown scoring power but 
has been scored on quite a little. If 
Georgia's defense has improved, it 
might give Auburn a pretty hard 
battle. 

Tulane should be much too strong 
for Sewanee, and Mississippi for 
Southwestern, and this is also true 
of South Carolina against Citadel. 


DUKE DOES WELL. 

Duke has done astonishingly well 
this year with a good line but with 
very light backs. It will put a lot 
into the game with North Carolina 
and is favored to win ,although North 
Carolina has improved during the last 
few weeks. 

Maryland should win from Wash- 
ington and Lee. 

Southern coaches and followers of 
the game are atill talking about some 
of the great contests of last week. 
The games which were of. unusual 
interest were those between Duke and 
North Carolina State, Georgia Tech 
and Alabama, and ‘Tennessee and 
Vanderbilt. 

For once during the season, Geor- 
gia Tech got a good break, that is, 
a 75-yard run for a touchdown. Tech, 
of course, helped to make this break, 
but a team is favored by everything 
going just right when it makes that 
sort of run against a strong oppo- 


nent. Thereafter Alabama was threat- 


ening to score constantly but could 
not quite put the thing across. 

Tulane did mighty well against a 
strong Kentucky team. Tulane has 
suffered disappointments but came on 
in good shape and the great Zimmer- 
man got in another of his brilliant 
65-yard runs. 

REAL GAME. 

One of the hardest games to be 
played all year was that between 
Tennessee and Vanderbilt. % think 
these two teams last Saturday were 
about as good as any in the countrys.

Economist Says Early Beer 
Is 50-50 Bet in Address at 
Atlantic City. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. Nov. 18. 
(P)—W. M. Kiplinger, Washington 
business writer and economist, predict- 
ed ultimate downward revision of war 
debts and said prospects for legaliza- 
tion of beer before March 4 were a 
little stronger than 50-50 in addressing 


the 23d annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of National Advertisers today. 
Kiplinger said he doubted currency 


inflation by the printing press route, ’ 


saw the probable enactment of a gener- 
al manufacturers’ sales tax, predicted 
reduced governmental expenditures 
and deseribed the business outlook for 
the next six months as “cloudy” with 
the rise slow but irregular. 

“Congress is in no mood to extend 
the moratorium for foreign war debts 
beyond December 15,” Kiplinger de- 
clared, “and the situation at present 
indicates either payment or default. 
. « » Ultimately war debts will-be ad- 
justed downward, probably by agree- 
ment on some lump sum, perhaps, 
around two billion dollars, to be rep- 
resented by a commercial flotation of 
bonds. It will take six months to 
work out such a plan.” 

Congress, he said, at the short ses- 
sion, will not accomplish any large 
measure of urgent reform legislation, 
and it will be essential for Mr. Roose- 
velt to call a special session in the 
spring. : 

“Prohibition repeal or resubmission 
will be debated this winter, but will 
not be enacted until the subsequent 
special session,” he declared. 

Pointing out that the federal budg- 
et is off balance about one billion 
dollars this fiscal year, Mr. Kiplinger 
said the Hoover administration next 
month would recommend § curtailment 
of expenditures about $500,000,000, 
including a large cut in veterans’ ex- 
penses, 

“The revenues must be found and 
congress will probably vote through a 
new tax bill late in February,” he 
said. “There is no consensus as to 
the form of the new taxes, but a gen- 
eral manufacturcrs’ sales tax has more 
supporters than any other single pro- 
posal. Beer revenue will come along 
later, affecting revenues for the fiscal 
year, 1934.”

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Nov. 18.—(P) 
Harry A. Wheeler, of Chicago, presi-. 
dent of the American Railway Busi- 
ness Association, in an address to- 
night at Purdue University’s third 
annual industrial conference, proposed 
adoption of a uniform system of tax- 
ation for all common earriers, rail, 
highway, water and air. As an al- 
ternative, he suggested a scheme of 
rate regulations for alf groups, with 
the rates to be published. 

The industrial conference,. called by 
the Purdue Research Foundation to 


consider industrial topics in general, 
attracted leading manufacturers and 
financiers from various ‘middle west- | 
ern industrial centers. 

In his address Mr. Wheeler said the 
various agencies that have entered 
into the field of transportation have | 
taken a share of the business of the 
rail lines without undergoing the same 
regulation as meted out to the rail-| 
roads. He said it was impossible for) 
a combination of the highway, air and | 


water services to supersede the rail- 
roads. 

In his discussion of a uniform 
code of taxation for all common car- 
riers he proposed a license for inter- 
state transport based upon the regis- 
tered horsepower and carrying ca- 
pacity of their vehicles or the tonnage 
of their ships. Such license would 
constitute a right-of-way tax to be

Every now and then we come 


across some magazine article that 
depresses us painfully by reason of 
its rank realism. which we recog- 
nize as deep truth. No matter how 
pessimistic a writer may be abhout 
modern youth, no matter how dark 
the picture he, or she, may paint 
of its irreverence, its irresponsi- 
bility, its indifferent and listless 
attitude toward serious moral issues, 
one always remembers that it is 
youth and that there is plenty of 
time for reform. One is always 
encouraged by the thought that 
youth and hope go hand in hand, 
and though age may not be able 
to pass to youth the lessons it has 
learned hy experience, life itself 
will vouchsafe to the young that 
experience which is alwavs sobering 
and steadying in its effect.

The 
woman who has confined her interest 
and activities exclusively to her home 
eannot find another channel for her 
thoughts when old age settles down 
upon her and she is no longer mistres?

Third, a quick sympathy with the

The Burden of the Lead 


“If you hadn't had to lead, Ely, we 
could have defeated the hand,” re- 
marked my partner, Mr. Oswald 
Jacoby, in a recent match game 
= the declarer was Mrs. Culbert- 
son. It was a practice game played 
in preparation for the Vanderbilt cup 
contest. 

Mr. Jacoby’s analysis of the situa- 
tion was absolutely correct. The bur- 
den of the lead automatically made it 
impossible for us to defeat the con- 
tract, which would otherwise have 
been defeated. The situation is not 
at all unusual in contract bridge. Or- 
dinarily the right to move first, which 
in contract is the right to make the 
lead. is an advantage, but hands are 
dealt at the bridge table in which this 
right becomes a burden. Sometimes 
the way out is there if the player can 
find it, but in the hand in question, 
which is shown below, there was ab- 
solutely no way out, and the burden 
of the lead in itself made certain that 
Mrs. Culbertson would make her con- 
tract.

The lead 
of a spade would not have served the 
full purpose, as then Mrs. Culbertson 
had 2 tricks in spades, upon one of 
which she may have discarded a loser 
from her.hand. The lead of a trump. 
of course, prevented the loss of any 
trump tricks. while the lead of a club 
established the king of clubs as a 
trick winner, 

In bridge, as in life. if forced to 
attack, it is necessary to find a vul- 
nerable spot in the opponents’ armor: 
otherwise, you are likely to annihilate 
your inferior forces attacking an im- 
pregnable fortress.

The last time the Leonid shower 
appeared was in 1899. On schedule, 
as computed by mathematical experts 
of astronomy, the next ditplay of fire- 
works was due i1 33 years, or 1932. 

But Dr. Meyer recalled that last 
year a really big shower came and 
California scientists spent hours 
counting many hundreds of streaks of 
fire.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 18.—(4)— 
The work: of caring for needy widows 
of Confederate veterans, the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy decided 
today, will be carried on throughout 
the coming year. 

The assurance was given in pledges 
secured on the convention floor after 
Mrs. Amos Norris, of Tampa, Fla., 
the first vice president-general, sketch- 
ed her work as chairman of the “Mrs. 
Norman V. Ranéolph Relief Fund.” 

Mrs. Norris reported the payment 
of pensions amounting to $15 a month 
to 33 women during the year nearing 
an end. Most of these women now 
live in northern states in which po 
state pensions are provided for Con- 
federate widows. 

“The fund was established in 1893 
by Mrs. Norman V. Randolph, of 
Richmond, Va., and she acted as chair- 
man for many years,” Mrs. Norris 
said. “At her death, the fund was of- 


ficially designated as a memorial to) 


her. It depends entirely upon pledges 
made at the conventions.” | 


Mrs. Norris made it clear that no- 
pensions are paid widows, or other) 
relatives of Confederate soldiers for’ 
whom pensions are provided by state | 


legislation. She also emphasized that 
no new names can be added to the 
pension rolis under the present budget. 


As an example of the extensive opere 
ations of the fund, Mrs. Norris ree 
called the case of a little band of Cone 
federates who, refusing to take the 
oath of allegiance to the United 
States, moved to Sao Paulo, Brazil.

American Farm Bureau Federation, 
the largest body of organized farmers 
in the country. Next to it in mem- 
bership is the Grange and third is 
the Farmers’ Union. 

An “Honest dollar” is defined by 
the farm bureau executive as a unit 
of exchange that ,.will result from 
credit .nflation and “a definite mone- 
tary deflation.” 

He believes the short session of 
congress must take four steps: 

(1) Secure the “honest dollar.” 

(2) Deal with the farm mortgage 
situation. 

(3) Co-ordinate 
service agencies. 

(4) Protect the American market 
fow American products. 

Huge Mortgage Indebtedness. 

“One of the most distressing situa- 
tions with which we are confronted,” 
he said, “has to do with our farm 
mortgage indebtedness. This total 
debt «a.rzounts to $9,200,000,000. 
About half was placed around 1920, 
during peak value. This indebted- 
ness is spread* over 2,500,000 farms, 
or 40 per cent of all our farms. Eight 
hundred thousand of these farms are 
mortgaged for more than half their 
present sales value, and 5 per cent, 
or 125.000, for more than their pres- 
ent value; 300,000 for 75 per cent 
of their present value. 

“The indebtedness was contracted 
with full confidence that through their 
industry and skill farmers would be 
able to repay their obligations and 
continue to operate successfully. De- 
clining price levels now compel farm 
people to attempt to repay these ob- 
ligations with commodities that are 
worth less than-one-third of what 
they were when the indebtedness was 
contracted. 

“Quick action must be had if these

these agencies a serious lack of co- 
ordination. Congress must correct 
this situation. 

“For more than a year the Amer- 
ican farm bureau has had a special 
committee on rural credits at work. 
This committee will submit its re- 
port at the fourteenth annual conven- 
tion of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation December 5, 6 and 7 at 
Chicago. The result of that commit- 
tee’s study will be promptly reflected 
to congress. 

Legislation Defeated. 

“A year and a half ago the farm 
bureau reached the conclusion that 
stabilization of commodity prices and 
security for agriculture and industry 
could only be attained as we were 
able to achieve an honest dollar. 
Working with all organized farm 
groups, last winter we secured the 
introduction of a measure in con- 
gress designed as the first step in im- 
proving our monetary system. This 
measure was ably supported by lead- 
ers in the house and there overwhelm- 
ingly received approval. Unfortunate- 
ly. the elder statesmen in the senate, 
with a lack of understanding of the 
question, and many of them. a8 
usual, responsive to demands of the 
selfish interests, defeated this impor- 
tant proposal. 

“The American farm bureau ‘fed- 
eration recommends: First, that this 
nation furnish leadership in the inter- 
national economic conference to be 
held in London in December. We urge 
that our representatives be instructed 
to co-operate with representatives of 
other nations to work out a plan for 
the remonetization of silver and for 
the reduction in the weight of gold 
behind the respective units of cur- 
rency. Second, we urge that efforts 
be made to work out a worldwide cur- 
rency which will permit a substantial 
advance in the world price level and 
then the stabilization of the world 
currency based on commodities at. that 
advanced price level. 

“Finally. we reengnize that two 
hundred billion dollars of indebted- 
ness in the United States, averaging 
£9.000 per family, is in excess of our 
actual wealth. At the present level of 
prices, interest and -tax charges eat 
up about two-thirds of the average 
family’s income, leaving about $600 
per family above interest and taxes. 

“It is totally impossible to pay 
such a burden of taxes at present 
price levels, We therefore urge that 
there be a definite monetary deflation 
in addition to the eredit inflation 
which has been in progress for the 
past six months. Specifically, we ad- 
vocate a bill providing for’ the re- 
ducing of the weight of gold behind 
the dollar from 23.22 grains t#® 16 
grains, and we will urge the instruct- 
ing of the federal reserve system to 
expand credit at the same rate as the 
long-term rate in the growth of phys- 
ical production of goods. : 

“The third immediate step in our 
economic recovery must be the ex- 
tension of our protective system to 
secure the American market for Amer- 
ican farm prices. The producer of 
our staple commodities must receive 
an American price for the portion of 
those commodities that is produced at 
home. 

If America is to continue as a pro- 
tected nation, agriculture must be 
given protection. Either we must 
have tariff for all. or tariff for none. 

Marketing Act Defended. 

“The American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration is positive in its determina- 
tion that the agricultural marketing 
act shall be retained. However, it is 
now clearly evident that the agricul-

STRIGTER REGULATION: 


OF UTILTES URGED] 


Group Closes Hot Springs. 
Parley After Revealing 
Recommendations. 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. Nor. 18.— 
(/)—After adopting resolutions callin 
for stricter regulation and control o 
holding companies in their relations 
with utilities, the National Associa- 
tion of Railroad and Utilities Com- 
missioners adjourned its forty-seventh 
annual convention here today. 

The commissioners also heard re- 
ports telling of the development of air 
transportation. The report of the 
aviation committee said that with the 
volume of mail constantly increasing 
and a demand for speed in carrying 
the mail “the activities of the present 
era are too high geared to return 
to the old method of hauling mail by 
freight and trick.” 

The_report emphasized the necessity 
of uniformity in state, federal and 
international laws and rules gorern- 
ing aviation. ~~ , 

One of the resolutions on utilities 
placed the association on record as 
favoring enactment. of “comprehen- 
sive legislation for the regulation 
and supervision of the transactions 
“and other business relations and re- 
lationships ’ between utilities and hold- 
ing companies and affiliated interests. 
_ The other resolution said the Aasso- 
ciation “deems it desirable and neces- 
sary that the facts as to the corporate 
and business relationships between 
holding companies or theif affiliated 
interests and affiliated public utilities 
as to matters affecting the reasonable- 
ness of rates and charges made to 
utilities for services or other purposes 
by a holding company .. . be made 
available to the regulatory bodies of 
the several states, and that the execn- 
tive committee and the committeé on 
legislation be directed to support ap- 
promeane legislation to obtain these 
results,
